If my attendance on Monday was required 
I should have received timely notice, but I 
received mone. I think 24 hours’ notice at 
least ought to be given. It is usual I 
believe, in such cases, for the Magistrate when 
adjourning, to tell the witnesses subpoenaed for 
that particular day whether or not they shall 
be required on any future day. This is dim 
timely notice, but the United States Cons 
dil not give me any notice. 

Henry St J. Browne, duly sworn, deposed

_ The contracting parties declare. in the names of their 
‘Nspective Governments that they accept, amd they hereby 
fo formally accept as binding on the citizens of their re- 
Pective countries, and onthe subjects of their respective 
Rovercigns the Tariff hereby established and annexed to 
ae present convention. 

» This Tariff is substituted not only for the original Tariff 
“M&ched to the Treaties concluded with the abovenamed 

“ur Powers, but also for the special Convention and 

‘“Wrancements relative to the same Tariff, which has been 


entered into at different dates up to this time between 
the Governments of the United States, Great Britain 
and France on one side and the Japanese Government 
on the other. 

The new Tariff shall come into effect in the port of 
Kanagawa (Yokohama) on the first day of July next, and 
in the ports of Nagasaki and Hakodate on the first day of 
the following month. 


ARTICLE Il. 

' The Tariff, attached to this convention being incorpo- 
rated from the date of its signature in the Treaties con- 
cluded between Japan and the abovenamed four powers, 
is subject to revision on tho firat day of July, 1872. 

Two years, however, after the signing of the present 
convention, any of the contracting parties, on giving six 
months’ notice te the others, may. claim a re-adjustment 
of the duties on Tea and Silk onthe basis of 5 per 
cent on the average value of those artieles during the 
three years last preceding, On the demand also of any 
of the contracting parties, the duty on timber may be 
changed from an ad valorem to a specific rate six. monthe 
after the signature of this convention. 


ARTICLE III. 

The Permit fee, hitherto levied under the ViIth Reru- 
lation attached to the abovenamed Treaties; is hereby 
abolished. Permits for the landing or shipment of car- 
go will be required as formerly, but will hereafter be

On and from the first day of July next at the port of 
Kanagawa (Yokohama), and on and from the Ist day of 
October next at the Ports of Nagasaki and Hakodate, the 
Japavese Government will be prepared to warehouse im- 


ported goods, on the application of the importer or owner, 


without payment of duty. The Japanese Government 
will be responsible for the safe custody of the gouds, go

necessary modification in the said stipulations, and, on 
receiving their Conourrence, will be prepared from the first 
of January 1868 to carry the above measure into effect. 

The rates to be charged as the cost of coinage shall be 
determined hereafter, by the common consent of the con- 
tracting partics. 


ARTICLE VII. 

In order to put a stop to certain abuses and inconve- 
niences complained of at the open Ports, relative to the 
transaction of business at the Custom-house, the landing 
and shipping of cargoes, and the hiring of boats, coolies, 
servants, &c., the Contracting parties have agreed that the 
Governor at each open port shal] at once enter mto nego- 
ciations with the foreign Consuls, with a view to the 
establishment; by mutual consent, of such regulations as 
shall effectually putan end to those abuses and inconve- 
niences and afford all possible facility and security both to 
the operations of trade and to the transactions of indi- 
viduals. 

It is hereby stipulated that in order to protect merchan- 
dise from exposure to weather, these regulations shall 
include the covering in at each port of one or more of the 
landing places used by foreigners for landiag or shipping 
cargo. 

ARTICLE VIII. | 

Any Japanese subject shall be free to purchase, either 
in the open ports of Japan or abroad, every description 
of sailing or steam vessel intendéd to carry either passen- 
gers or cargo ; but ships of war may only be obtained 
under the authorization of the Japanese Government. 

All foreign vessels purchased by Japanese subjects shall 
be registered as Japanese vessels, on payment of a fixed 
duty of three Boos per ton for steamers, aud one Boo per 
ton for sailing vessels. The tonnage of each vessel shall 
be proved by the Foreign Register of the ship, which shall 
be exhibited through the Consul of the party interested, 
on the demand of the Japanese Authorities, and shall be 
certified by the Consul as authentic.

The following Convention comprising Twelve Articles. 


ARTICLE L 7 
The coritricting parties declare in the names of. their 
lective Governments that they acgept, and they hereby 
formally accept as binding on thg citizens of their re- 
ive countries, and onthe subjects of their respective 
reigns the Tariff hereby established and annexed’ to 
present. convention. 

This Tariff is substituted ngt only for the original Tariff 
hed tu the Treaties coneluded with the abovenamed 
Powers, but also for/ the special Convention and 

igements relative to/the same Tariff, which has’ been 


entered into at different dates up to this time between 
the Governments of the United States, Great Britain 
and France on one side and the Japanese Government 
on the other. 

The new Tariff shall come into effect in the port of 
Kanagawa (Yokohama) on the first day of July next, and 
in the ports of Nagasaki and Hakodate on the first day of 
the following month. 


ARTICLE II. 

The Tariff, attached to this corivention being incorpo- 
rated from the date of ité signature in the Treaties con- 
cluded between Japan and the abovenamed four powers, 
is subject to revision on the first day of July, 1872. 

Two years, however; after the signing of the present 
convention, any of the contracting parties, on giving six 
months’ notice to the others, may claim a re-adjustment 
of the duties on Tea and Silk onthe basis of 5 per 
cent on the average value of those articles during the 
three years last preceding. On the demand also of any 
of the contracting parties, the duty on timber may be 
changed from an ad valorem to a specific rate six months 
after the signature of this convention. 


ARTICLE ITI. 

The Permit fee, hitherto levied under the VIth Regu- 
lation attached to the abovenamed Treaties, is hereby 
abolished. Permits for the landing or shipment of car- 
go will be required as formerly, but will hereafter be 
issued free of charge. 


ARTICLE IV. 

On and from the first day of July next at the port of 
Kanagawa (Yokohama), and on and from the Ist day of 
October next at the Ports of Nagasaki and Hakodate, the 
Japanese Government will be prepared to warehouse im- 
ported goods, on the application of the importer or owner, 
without payment of duty. The Japanese Government 
will be responsible for the safe custody of the goods, so 
long as they remain in their charge, and will adopt all 
the precautions necessary to render them insurable against 
fire. When the importer or the owner wishes to remove 
the goods from the warehouse, he must pay the cuties fixed 
by the Tariff, but if he should wish to re-export them, he 
may do so without payment of duty. Storage charges 
will in either case be paid on délivery of the goods. The 
amuunt of these charges, together with the regulations 
necessary for the management of the said Warehouses, will 
be established by the common consent _of the contracting 
parties. 


ARTICLE V. 

All articles of Japanese production may be conveyed 
from any place in Japan to any of the Ports open to for- 
eign trade, free of any tax or transit duty other than the 
ustial tolls, levied equally on all traffic, for the maintenance 
of roads or navigation, 

ARTICLE VI. 

In conformity with those articles of the treaties con- 

cluded between Japan and Foreign Powers, which stipu- 


late for the ciroulation of forcign coin at its correspond- 
ing weight in native eoin of the same description, dollars 
have hitherto been received at the Japanese Custom house 
in payment of duties at their weight in Boos (commonly 
called Itchiboos), that is to say, at a rate of ‘Three Hun- 
dred and Eleven Boos pet Hundred Dollars. The Ja- 
panese Government, being however desirous to alter this 
practico and to abstain from all interference in the 
exchange of native for foreign coin, and being also anxious 
to meet the wanta, both of native and foreign commerce, 
by securing an adequate issue of native coin, have alroady 
determined tu enlarge the Japanese Mint so as to admit 
of the Japanese Government exchanging into native coin 
of the same intrinsic value, less only the cost of coimage, 
at the places named for this purpose, all foreign coin or 
bullion in gold or silver that may at-any time be tendered 
to them by foreigners or Japanese, It being essential 
however to the execution of this measure, that the various 
Powers with whom Japan has concluded Treaties should 
first consent to modify the stipulations in those Treaties 
which relate to the currency, the Japanese Government 
will at once propose to those Powers the adoption of the 
necessary modification in the said stipulations, and, on 
receiving their concurrence, will be prepared from the first 
of January 1868 to carry the above measure into effect. . 

The rates to be charged as the cost of coinage shall. be 
determined hereafter, by the common consent of the con- 
tracting parties. 


ARTICLE VII. 

In order to put a stop to certain abuses and inconve- 
niences complained of at the open Ports, relative to the 
transaction of business at the Custom-louse, the landing 
and shipping of cargoes, and the hiring of boats, coolies, 


servants, &c., the Contracting parties have agreed that the

It is hereby stipulated that in order to protect merchan- 
dise from exposure to weather, these regulations shall 
include the covering in at each port of one or more of the 
landing places used by foreigners for landing or shipping 
cargo. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Any Japanese subject shall be free to purchase, either 
in the open ports of Japan or abroad, every description 
of sailing or steam vessel intended to carry either passen- 
gers or cargo; but ships of war may only be obtained 
under the authorization of the Japanese Government. 

All foreign vessels purchased by Japanese subjects shall 
be registered as Japanese vessels, on payment of a fixcd 
duty of three Boos per ton for steamers, and one Boo per 
ton for sailing vessels. The tonnage of each vessel shall 
be proved by the Foreign Register of the ship, which shall 
be exhibited through the Consul of the party interested, 
on the demand of the Japanese Authorities, and shall be 
certified by the Consul as authentic. 


ARTICLE IX. 
In conformity with the Treaties concluded between 
Japan andthe aforesaid Powers and with the special 
arrangements made by the Envoys of the Japanese Gov- 


ernment, in their note to the Bntish Government of the

should this aid not be supplemented 
by the re-opening of the ordinary and 
steady sources of supply—it is much 
to be feared that, excited by the misa- 
chievous scum of demagogues which 
always rises to the surface in such 
tunes of trouble, the unreasoning 
multitude may be too easily brought 
to believe that we foreigners are the 
primary cause of the present evil— 
the labour of the past may be nearly 
undone and the bright promise of 
the future quite obscured. 

It is much to be hoped that the 
quality of the rive alroady on its way 
to this port wi!l be fair. That it will 
be equal to the Japan’ grain we can- 
not expect, but ifit is very markedly 
inferior the opportunity given us by 
the present distress will be lost, and 
foreign rice will not obtain anything 
jike a permanent market. Whereas, 
if the difference be not too great, it is 
certain that a new branch of ade 
will have been created. For it is 
remarkable that when extraordinary 
circumstances open up new channels 
to commerce, it by no means follows 


that the cessation of their pressure is 
signalized by a return to the status 


ante quo. The seed trade of West- 
ern India, a most important 
item in its commerce, was created 
by the war with Russia. The same 
cause immensely stimulated the jute 
and hemp trade of Bengal. But when 
the war ceased and the products of 
Russia were again available to Eng- 
lish and French manufacturers, it was 
found that India still held her own in 
these new articles of commerce, 
although of course her export did not 
increase, Her seeds and jute had in 
fact found their places in European 
markets and kept them. And, 80 it 
is to be hoped, will be the case in this 
instance with foreign rice in Japan. 
For rice growing is, fora country rich 
in other more valuable products and 
not over populated, most expensive 
and unsuitable. A yery large area of 
ground is required and a constant 
attention, both which could here be 
put to far more profitable use. We 
have always been of upinion that the 
reason why the export ofsilk has not 
increased, as it would have done 
in any other country, under the 
stimulus of an en: rmous increase 


of price, is that the ground cannot be 
spared to be put under the mulberry 
and that labour is even more scarce 
than space, being so fully required 
for the growth of food. But surely 


the nobles of this country will not be. 


so blind to their owfi interests, if the 
facts be clearly stated to them, as to 
object to the importation of foreign 
food which would release both groun 
and labour for the cultivation of 
ducts so immensely superior ipWalue. 
‘The merchants, the people whom 
we have most intercou fully ap- 
preciate the benefits to beerived from 
such a change: it mua be the task 
of our diplomatists to i the idea 
upon the minds of the governing 
classes. When this shall have been 
done and a fair trial given to the new 
system—but not till then—may we 
hope to see some marked increase in 
the export of silk from Japan. It is 
estimated, and fairly estimated, that, 
were the resources of this country in 
this partieular fully developed, her 
silk export would largely surpass that 
of China in quantity, while its quality 
as has already been shown, can be so 


improved by naa of the prapan maans, 
as to bring it up to that of the best 


Italian. And this future for Japan— 
that of being the first silk growing 
country in the world—can only be 
secured by her ceasing to be to any 
great extent a rice-growing country. 
The present scarcity and its relief 
may be initiatory of that future and 
so the curses of war and famine be 
turned, as often before, into blessings: 
That such a consummation may be 
seen and seen quickly we think there 
is good reason, not only to hope, but 
to believe. 


At anovut 5.26 a.m. on the 24th Nov. a 
very long and rather severe shock of 
earthquake was felt in this settlement. 
The morning gun, an unusually loud 
one, had just been fired and it seemed 
the signal for the disturbance of the 
earth: so curiously, indeed, that when 
the rumbling noise of the earthquake 
was first heard, one might well 
have imagined the sound to be the 
echoes of the shot from the sur- 
rounding hills. This noise increased 
in intensity, becoming at last very

THE GREAT FIRE. 


It has frequently been our pleasing 
duty to fill these columns, as is only 
natural ina young and thriving set- 
tlement like aie Doan with records 
of progress made and with anticipa- 
tions of the greater, triumphs of the 
future. On this occagion even we had 
opportunities of th ature. We 
could haye chronicled another advane 
on the part of the Japanese, in the 
establishment of a school and colle 
on the English system ; we could have 
remarked on certain improvements in 
the mode of carrying on business. at 
the custom house; we could have 
dilated on the happy event of the ces- 
sation of the civil war. We could 
have more prominently commented 
on the departure of a number of 

oung Japanese of high rank for 
urope by the outgoing mail, and 
we could have noticed successful 
experiments with a miniature | :

the railroad in this part of Japan. 
It is with deep, regret that we 
have to turn from pleasing topics such 
as these, to fill our pages with the 
record of the sevérest disaster that 
has ever befallen Yokohama. A great 
fire has been the event of the fort- 
night ; fully two-thirds of the native 
town is in ashes and about a quarter 
of the best and most important part of 
the foreign settlement. It would be 
folly to speak of this disaster as over- 
whelming—the trade of the place is 
too elastic and its enterprising mer- 
chants have shown béfore this, that 
they can carry on a large business in 
wood and paper Japanese shanties, . 
quite as well as in the substantial stone 
mansions which they have lately 
built : —but that a tem check 
will be felt fora few days and thats 
great deal of personal inconvenience 
must result from the calamity, it is 
impossible to deny, The pecuniary loss 
falls mainly, of course, upon the insu- 
rance offices and the million and three 
quarters of dollars. which they 
are likely to lose will seriously dimin- 
ish their dividends, or impi on 
their reserve funds for the year. But 
itis a significant fact that business 
has already been resumed atid we 
may mention in proof, that one mer- 
chant has been in the silk market dur- 
ing the past two days, while another 
gave iv two consider- 
able parcels of goods contracted for- 
by a native trader, before the ashes 


of others of the same description had 


. to the end of the 
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ceased smoking in some of the burnt 
We have no doubt, there- 
ore, that in cur next number, we 
shall be able to state that business is 
going on more actively than ever : 
meanwhile, for the information of our 
readers in other parts of the world, 
we give the details of the disaster. 

To appreciate clearly the damage 
done, and how the accident happened, 
our readers must understand that the 
foreign and native settlements toge- 
ther form a trapezoid, whose base 
stretches about 2,200 yards along the 
bay in an almost straight line, run- 
ning from south-east to nor’ west. 
From the extreme south-east corner, 
where are situate the offices of the 
British Legation (No. 20) the bund 
runs for just a thousand yards to No. 
1, the property of Messrs. Jardine 
Matheson & Oo. and is divided thus 
into twenty lots con-ecutively num- 
bered. A space of about 50 yards 
wide divides the foreign settlement at 
this point from the native town, the 
corner of which had lately boen given 
up hy the Japanese Government for 
the uso of the several foreign consu- 


jates, ove of which, the American, | 


was just in course of completion. It 
is not too much to say that, had this 
broad road been continued right 
through the whole breadth of the 
place, the recent calamity would have 
affected only the Japanese town and 
the foreign settlement would have been 
entirely spared.

Japanese houses closely packed and 
of the often described fragile wood 
aud paper construction, which extend 
for other 800 yards to Benten, where 
are situated the French, Dutch and 
Prussian legations: beyond them the 
remainder of the whole Jength of the 
line is filled with barracks for Japan- 
ese soldiers.

apart, as is customary in Japanese 
towns, for pfostitutes—with tea- 
houses, bath-houses and shops of 
every deacription for their spe- 
cial use. This is the “establishment 
for the education of young ladies”’ 
mentioned by the Duke of Newcastle 
in the house of Lords in the Kayosi- 
ma debate of 1863, as having been 
half burnt and rebuilt so rapidly. It 
has always been an intolerable moral 
aud physical nuisance, and besides, 
a great source of danger to the settle- 
ment. Japanese of the lowest class, 
drunken soldiers and sailors from the 
Garrison and fleet and the dwellers 
in the den itself, have always made 
night hideous with their orgies and 
a fire breaking out in that quarter 
which happened to be coincident with 
a high wind blowing from the gouth, 
was always to be feared as ah im- 
minent danger for the wholé of the 
native city This danger has at last 
become a fearful reality of misfortune. 
and it is with the utmost pleasure 
that we hear that the Yoshiwarra 
will not be rebuilt on the old site, but 
removed to a position’ fully a mile 
— the extreme nor’ west of Yo- 
kohama, where the next time it takes

It was in acook-shop at the corner 
of a long street leading into this mise- 
rable “establishment for young ladies” 
that the fire commenced at a few 
minutes past 9 a.m. on Monday the 
26th ultimo. A long tract of dry 
weather had rendered the roofs of the 
houses as dry as tinder matches and 
the house was all a-blaze instantly. 
The morning was bright and the sk 
over the settlement unclouded | 
brilliant, but a strong wind had been 
blowing from the south west during 
the night, which had steadily increased 
since dawn. As frequently occurs 
in dry weather with this wind, a small 
dust storm got up and the horizon 
over the bay was obscured by a thick 
brown cloud, The breeze was not 
unusually violent however, and we 
remarked that the vessels in harbour 
did not lower top-gallant masts until 
after the fire had commenced and 
danger threatened the shipping. 
There was not the slightest appear- 
ance of a typhoon, as has Vase 
elsewhere erroneously stated. To 
resume—no sooner had the fire 
broken out at the spot indicated than 
it spread rapidly along the narrow 
street we have mentioned and the 
wind being a little variable at times, 
the Yoshiwarra, behind the first point, 
caught and was soon in ashes. Sur-

to the banks. And here we have the 
pleasure of recording the valuable 
aid rendered by the Rev. M. Buck- 
worth HBariry, Consular Chaplain, 
aud Dr. Duxwoonte RN. of the Naval 
hospital. These two gentlemen ar- 
rived early at the dreadful scene of 
destruction, andfound of course all 
in confusion, with no guiding head to 
direct many willing hands: boats 
punted acr.ss and grounding half- 
way, some selfishly seized by one or 
two that could huve held a score, and 
at loss of life imminent. By pase- 
ing repes across and thus enabling 
boats to be hauled quickly to and fro, 
many were ferried over while Messrs. 
Bailey and Dunwoodie were rapidly 
constructing a bridge of boats, by 
means of which ultimately all escaped 
who had not previously fallen victims 
to fire or water. 1e loss of life, 
theffore, was happily comparatively 
small; eight dead bodies only have 
been found and recognized, but from 
Japanese accounts we believe that 
perhaps forty five or fifty people are 
reported missing elsewhere. Mean- 


while the fire had run up the narrow 
ots:cct 93 aud opread right and left 


in the native town: Sodry were 
the roofs, so strong the wind, that 
flakes of burning shingles were lifted 
and carried to great distances and the 
flame bursting out wherever they 
lighted, the fire seemed to leap to 
pee a hundred yards distant from 
the spot of the main conflagration 
and the native town presented at one 
time the appearance of a place set on 
fire by incendiaries in twenty spots 
at once on a well concerted plan. The 
Yokohama Volunteer Fire Brigade 
had out two of their engines imme- 
diately, but it was. seen that no 
could be done by taking them down 
into the Japanese part of the settle- 
ment and they were therefore halted 
in the open space mentioned in our 
reliminary description of Yokohama, 
wreaminn the foreign houses and the 
new Consulate ground. Atthat mo- 
ment, no fears were entertained for our 
own of the town, but it was judg- 
ed best to keep the engines there as 
a precaution. But now the flames had 
spread to a compact block of low bun- 
lows immediately behind the new 
onsulate luts and the Custom house, 
forming the left side of the main 
street, the fire having thus worked up 
about 300 yards to the right of its 
original line. In this mass of Japan- 
ese shanties—of wood, plaster and 
paper—lived the subordinates in most 
of the Foreign Legations and Con- 
sulates and t too, were situated 
the actual offices of the American, 
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Prussian, Swiss ond Po tuguese Con- 
swlates themselves. The rapidity with 
wich this block caught and burnt 
like tinder was simply marvellous, A 
house would be seen intact, a flake of 
tire would fall on the roof aud in less 
than five minutes the building would 
sink down like a house of cards ovl- 
lapsing under the touch ofa child's 
finger. Here lived Mr. Satow of the 
Enyli-h Legation, whose valuable ser- 
vices to stu'ents of the Japanese 
language are already well appre- 
ciate! and will shortly he more 
widely known. Many found time in 
the cuuise of the disastrous day to 
ask whether his manuscripts had been 
saved and we have the great pleasure 
of announcing that sucli was the case, 
that his-servants succeeded in saving 
his Dictionary. stil! in M. 8, and the 
copy of the colloquial dialogues now 
inet on the point of going to the press. 
ir. Mirrorp, also of the English 
Legation, was not so fortunate. This 
ntleman has been for some time 
in Pekin and arrived here but a few 
wecks ago. His manuscripts, trans- 
lations of Chinese documents and 
notes foran important work on Chi 
nese literature, have all been con- 
sumed. Mr. SiEBOLD, also of the Ing. 
lish Legation, has lost a quantity of 
valuable notes on Japan and Mr. 
ScHNELL, of the Prussian Legation, 
another ::tudent, has sustaine?2 similar 
loss.

of the flames. But the ennegres for 
offices being built of wood, against 
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which the Superiatendent, Mr. Sranr, 
had over and over again protested, 
and the whole of the Japanese Cus. 
tomhouse, in.close proximity, soon af. 
terwards catching fire, a great body of 
flame was projected against the 
War houses -the roof soon caught 
aud ina sh rt time the building fell 
and over $160,000 worth of goods 
wore burning. The amount of loss 
is justly thought small ; itis fortunate 
that during the whole ofthe month 
large deliveries hnd taken place and 
hardly anything sent in and the 
figure we give represents the totul 
amount ofloss. The Superintendent 
was on the spot at the first alarm of 
fire and succeeded in rescuing his 
books “and papers which, however, 
were subsequently destroyed in what 
was thought to be an utterly impreg- 
nable mud-built sik safe of like con- 
struction to those which may be seen 
dotting the wide expanse of the debris 
of Japanese houses.

MRPTRS AARC AE eM aes ake 
der command of Captain Suewan, did 
good service with a little ship's engine 
which they had ultimately to abandon. 
a this time the day was far advanc- 
ed, the sun was sinking and the 
wind moderating. Lut just at 
this critical. moment, when at 
was approaching to add to the diffi- 
culties of those who were working to 
suppress the flames, the wind which 
had been blowing steadily up the 
bund, but had, as we have said, 
slightly moderated—suddenly shifted 
again and commenced to blow right 
inland, threatening to ignite the 
houses in the rear of the Bund lets, 
which had hitherto escaped. It waa 


t{then deemed necessary to blow u 


the new house of Messrs. Textor 
Co. in Water Street, and this was 
unfortunately done. We say—un- 
fortunately—-for the wind in 
changed immediately and blew sea- 
wards, and the house might have 
been spared, but at the moment the 
recaution scemed  indis ble. 
Looking down upon the fire from the 
bluff, a quarter of a mile away, where 
the troops are quartered and from 
which point the writer then watched 
the conflagration—the sudden c 
of wind certainly justified the course 
pursued. 

And then the wind dropped and 
the progress of the fire was happily 
arrested. Of course the blazing 
houses, godowus, and masses of goods’ 


wf ened to renew the fire by . commu- 
n 


nicating it to the honses first 
named—the danger was averted. 
Here we pause to remark that Ser- 
geant Crarke and a half-dozen of 
steady men of the IX Regiment, who 
were detached by the Adjutant, 
Captain Warrant, for the a dut 
of serving this engine, di an 
most efficient work. Their exertions, 
aided by those of a few young gen- 
tlemen from the fleet and some resi- 
dents, among whom must be named 
Mr, Mitsom of the Volunteer Brigade 
—who took command of the engine 
and brought it round from the Bund 
—in_ all human probability stopped 
the fire in the Main Street. 

After sundown, the wind fell 
rapidly, the progress of the conflag- 
ration was stayed, and it became hap- 
pily evident that imminent danger 
was passed. A careful watch was 
kept up all night over the places 
where masses of goods still steadily 
burnt, but as calm succeeded to the 
furious wind that had blown all day— 


so silence settled down upon the 
town and, thoroughly’ exhausted, 


Yokohama rested for the night in 
peace after the fierce excitement of 
the day. No revival of the tire has 
taken place since and at the moment 
of writing, the place is absolutely 
safe, Business has actually since 
been resumed, silk bought and im- 
ports cleared. It appears that the ma- 
jority of the native dealers did not 
ive in the quarter levelled by the 
fire and that, of those who did, most 
were able to save their most valuable 
property in the little mud-buiit 
godowns, risks so_really first class 
that it would be un to.insure 
them, were’ Euro merchants to 
adopt them instead of the stone ware- 
houses which have failed them so 
completely. Not more than 40 bales 
of silk have been burnt in the native 
town, but some small quantity more 
has been lost in foreign godowns, 
where it was lying under inspection, 
The loss of tea is estimated at between 
+,000 and 5,000 piculs—about 1,600 
having been lost in the foreign settle- 
ment and the remainder in the native 
town. We are unable to give abso- 
lutely accurate esti Fiaishe in 
Imports by this mail.

Thus, reducing the sterling at a 
rate of 4s. 5d, the total liabilities of 
all the offices, in Dollars amount to 
$2,111,000: Twenty per cent taken 
from this will leave their probable 
actual loss. And perhaps a little less 
than this would represent the amount 
uninsured, so the total peeuniary loss 
in the foreigntouwn may be roughly 


called Two Million of Dollars. The 
natives say that they have lost another 


two millions which is perhaps about 
the correct figure. 

Great distress hasof course re- 
sulted to the poor people burnt 
out, but active measures were im- 
mediately taken by the native au- 
thorities for their relief. A large 
theatre in a part of the town uncon- 
sumed was made into a sort of casual 
ward—which accommodates some 370 
people and in a village across the 
Creek, 500 more have n billetted. 
All the burnt-out Europeans found 
shelter, of course, stig, Pg a friends. 
A charitablegentleman, Mr. Hoey, now 
himself lying sick in this settlement, 
has placed in the hands of our Con- 
sular chaplain a thousand boos for 
distribution among the destitute Jap- 
auese. There has been doubtless 
great destruction and loss of property 
among Europeans, some of whom can 
ill bear the calamity, but in the case 
of the natives, there must certain! 
be hundreds who have lost their all, 
and Mr. Hoéy’s generous gift is 
worthy of the highest praise. 

We most cordially wish that we 
could at this point conclude our ac- 
count of the great fire of November, 
1866. But we should be grossly 
wanting in our duty to the public, 
not only of Yokohama, but of Great 
Britain and elsewhere where the 
honour of our army and navy is 
cherished, were we to suppress the 
fact that—with sadly few exceptions, 
the private soldiers of H. M. 1X 
Regiment and the sailors of H. M. 
Fleet behaved most disgracefully. It

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is. hardly too much to say that the 
town, during the afternoon of dfon- 
day and the evening of Tuesday, 
presented to any unprejudiced obser- 
ver, the appearance ofa place taken 
by storm and given up to loot to an 
armed mob. At first, the men worked 
well and were under complete control 
of their officers—but as soon as a few 
store rooms had been opened and 
particularly after Mr. Born’s wine 
and spirit store in the Main Street 
had n gutted, many men were 
seen drunk and soon, except the few 
good men who could be kept with 
their officers, the soldiers of the LX 
and the sailors from the Fleet threat- 
ened to become as dangerous one- 
mies to the foreign settlement as the 
fire itself. We have spoken in terms 
of praise of one detachment of men 
which came under our immediate 
notice, we can mention with the same 
commendation another, which under 
Captain CarpEw, saved a great deal 
of Mr. Brato’s property. But we 
should very ill do our ten | of writing 
a faithful history of the fire, were we 
to ae concealed fucts on the other 
side of the question, of which we were 
equally eyewitness. We saw more 
than one instance of that most hein 
ous crime in a soldier—drunkennes 
on guard and desertion of his post. 
In one case where acorporal and two 
men were placed on an important 


guard, the men were both drunk an¢ 
deserted vac aurver THe Other, and & 


civilian who went to get a relief for 
the corporal, found him absent also 
on his return. Our contemporary 
speaks of residents having to drive 
out men from his dining room with a 
revolver and of soldiers tempting 
sentinel to “shut his eyes’’ and take hi 
share afterwards. The men from the 
sister service behaved even worse. 
There is one absolutely authentic

of flogging, disrating, losa of good 
conduct badges and p hoe of eave 
—that they have disgraced themselves 
for ever in the eyes of their comrades 
in the British Army and Navy and 
that some of them have done deeds

scones of their crimes, as in the worst 
days ofthe Peninsular war. 

And here we must close our ac- 
count of this great fire. Lengthy 
though it is—it is, we know, imper- 
fect in many particulars, But of 
this we are certain, and the certaint 
is reassuring, that every day will 
show us that the disaster, though 
reat, is less than it was thought to 
e at first—that the trade of the 
place has suffered no damage what. 
ever—and that the advance of Yoko- 
hama towards the position of one of 
the great new ports of the Pacific 
has not been by any means impeded.

On asking about this, | was 
told, they are the sculptured heads of faith - 
ful servants who have died in battle perform- 
ing their duty to their country in former 
ages. We entered the house and found it 
full of large and small guns and cannon, of 
thousand shapes and ten thousand forme, 
made in ancieht or modern days, all set out 
and arranged. Also on ascending the stairs 
there was a large room about 96 yards square 
in the fourcorners of which were splendid 
suits of iron armour, and copper images of 
soldiers on horseback with spears in their 
hands. In the middle of the room were hel- 
mets and breastplates, spears, axes and 
swords of ancient forms and modern shapes ; 
many kinds of big and little guns arranged 
like a forest: there were said ta be 160,000 
of the muskets which are made at the pres- 
ent time. The other military weapons with 
which the room was filled were too many for 
enumeration. Inone place were models of 
castles, stockades, camps and palaces, and 
many models also for showing how to build 
the same. After seeing it all, we returned to 
our lodging at two o'clock. At eight o'clock the 
three imperial envoys went to a place where 
feats of horsemanship were performed ; I did 
not accompany them, but suppose it was not 
different from what we saw in France. But 
at whatever sight-seeing place our country- 
men went to, the red morning sun was
